Claims 22, 35, 43, 59 and 60-98 are allowable primarily because the independent claims 
(22, 60, 63, 66, 69, 72, 75, 86, 89 and 92) require at least a second thin film transistor, in the shift 
register circuit of the driver circuit, having a gate insulator that is thinner than the that of the thin 
film transistor in the pixel region. These limitations, in combination as recited in the 
independent claims, cannot be anticipated or fairly suggested by the references of record.
